AGED FATHER IS CRITIC ALLY 
ILL OF INFIRMITIES OF AGE 


Burned to a crisp, the body of Victor BenschofT, IG. was 
found by a brother, Albert, in a wash house of their farm 
home in the South Mountains, one mile from Greenstone, al 
8:30 o’clock this morning. 
Victor and his brother, both bachelors, lived with their 
father, William BenschofT, a widower, on a farm in Hamilton- 
bnn township, between iron Springs and Greenstone. 
The 
brothers did all the farm and house work for their father, 
who is 84 years old and critically ill. 
The victim went to the small outbuilding shortly after 
8 o'clock this morning to wash some clothes, 
lh* is believed 
to have kindled a tire, in an open fireplace, lo heat water by 
using coal oil, and when he poured some of the inflammable 
liquid on the smouldering tire the flames enveloped him. 
When Victor failed to reappear at the house, Albert 
went in search of him and found his charred body on the floor 
of the wash house, surrounded by the blackened remnants of 
the clothes the victim had taken with him to wash.
